Rains bring on smiles 


Medina County residents 
had the widest and wettest 
grins in the West Saturday 
as they welcomed with open 
arms a general rain that rang­ 
ed from three to nine inches 


over the county. 
"These rains can be con­ 
sidered a tremendous asset, 
County Agent Glenn Bragg 
said Monday. "They mean 
the difference between a com­ 
plete crop failure and a good 


yield over the county. " 
Bragg pointed out that as 
a "Result of the rain, grain 
sorghum, broom corn and 
other field crops, which were 
suffering greatly from lack of 
moisture, probably received 
enough moisture to produce 
at least an average yield at 
harvest dine. ” 
The County Agent said 
that the sub-moisture obtain­ 
ed by the 1971 fall rains has 


carried the crops thus far. 
"However, " he said, "grow­ 
ers were beginning to wonder 
if another non-crop year was 
in store. " 
Following the rains, a few 
producers are planning to 
plant fields (that were too 
dry to plant in the spring) 
just as soon as they are dry 
enough. 
"Almost everyone 
is grinning and sighing with 
relief, " Bragg said, ” and 


making plans for harvest in 
die near future. " 
Irrigation farmers have 
shut down their irrigation 
wells to rest before starting 
diem again in about two 
weeks (unless more rain falls). 
"Most irrigation farmers have 
irrigated two to four tines 
since planting, " Bragg 
pointed out. 
"Tliis rain w ill 
save diem at least two irriga­ 
tions for tliis crop year even 


if it doesn't rain another 


inch. ’’

Exemptions for Agriculture 


Robert S. Calvert, comptroller 
of public accounts for the State 
of Texas, has issued a ruling 
(No. 95-0.lh) 
clarifying sales 
tax status on items pertaining 
to agriculture, animal life, feed, 
seed, plants and fertilizer, effec­ 
tive date was March 13. 
Below 
is 
the 
text 
of 
the 
ruling: 
Persons engaged in the busi­ 
ness of selling tangible personal 
property to those engaged in 
agricultural 
pursuits 
in 
the 
State of Texas shall be required 
to collect the limited sales and 
use 
tax. 
However, there 
are 
specifically exempted from these 
taxes the sale, use or other con­ 
sumption of: 
(1) Any form of animal life 
of a kind, the products of which 
ordinarily constitute 
food 
for 
human 
consumption. 
Horses, 
mules, and work animals. 
(2) Feed for farm and ranch 
animals and for animals which 
are held for sale in the regular 
course of business. 
(3) Seeds and annual plants 
the products of which either (a) 
ordinarily constitute food for 


human consumption or (b) are 
to he sold in the regular c o u r s e 
of business. 
(4) 
Fungicides, 
insecticides 
herbicides defoliates and desic­ 
cants exclusively used or em ­ 
ployed on farm s or ranches in 
the 
production 
of 
food 
for 
human 
consumption, feed 
for 
any form of animal life or other 
agricultural products to he sold 


in the regular course of busi­ 
ness. However when these p a r­

he exclusively used on a farm ! 
or ranch. Items such as washers 
and holts or building m aterials 
such as fence posts, wire, nails, 
and iumbt r are not to be classi­ 
fied as farm or ranch equip­ 
ment. 


I’re-fabricated 
or 
portable 
item* such as fences, chutes, 
gates, storage facilities, sheds 
and ranch buddings to he used 
exclusively on a farm o r ranch 
are exempt under the term farm 
and ranch equipment. 


Machinery or equipment in­ 
cludes those items purchased to 
be assembled into a machine or 
a piece of equipment such as 
parts of a pumping system or 
unit to he assembled at th e well­ 
site or sections of pipe designed 
to be fitted into a poi table irri­ 
gation system.
